On  Saturday  November  13th 
Noble  J.  Wiley,  Jr.  Col.  Inf.  U. 
S.  A.  paid  an  official  visit  to  Co. 
453.  After  a careful  inspection  of 
the  camp  and  a survey  of  camp 
buildings  Col.  Wiley  recommen- 
ded that  the  present  recreation 
hall  be  abandoned  and  dismantl- 
ed.The  floor  of  the  recreation  hall 
fell  in,  several  weeks  ago  and  has 
been  out  of  commission  since  that 
time  The  canteen  was  forced  to 
move  out  of  the  recreation  hall 
and  take  up  new  and  temporary 
quarters  in  the  recently  comple- 
ted wood  shop  building.  According 
to  a statement  by  Col.  Wiley 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  re- 
place the  old  recreation  hall  with  a 
more  modern  building.  Col.  Wiley 
also  recommended  that  a larger 
and  more  substantial  school  buil- 
ding be  erected  in  the  camp  to 
supplant  the  present  educational 
building  which  is  too  small  to 
take  care  of  the  needs  of  this  de- 
partment. Also,  an  officers  quar- 
ters building  was  recommended 
by  Col.  V^ley. 

At  present  'officers  are  quarter- 
ed in  the  same  building  with  the 
Using  Service  personneL  It  is 
the  usual  custom  in  most  camps 
to  provide  separate  quarters  for 
officers  and  foresters. 

With  the  addition  of  these 
three  much  needed  buildings,  the 
camp  facilities  will  be  increased, 
and  will  add  greatly  to  comfort 
and  welfare  of  the  camp  perso- 
nel.

About  200  officers,  foresters,' enrolees  and  guests  will  be  served. 
Approximately  150  pounds  of  tur'Key  will  be  needed.  Hundreds  of 
pounds  of  pie,  fruit  cake,  and  plum  pudding  and  gallons  of  ice  cream  are 
needed  to  round  out  the  meal. 


The  National  Park  Service  has 
started  clearing  the  land  and  lay- 
ing out  the  roads  in  Section  Four 
which  will  be  the  arboretum  sec- 
tion of  the  Florida  Botanical 
Garden.  Work  is  progressing  ra- 
pidly with  the  large  number  of 
men  now  enrolled  in  company 
453  and  although  completion  is 
never  attained  in  a living  pro- 
ject such  as  an  arboretum,  tan- 
gible results  will  soon  be  seen. 

As  now  planned,  the  arboretum 
will  be  a great  south  Florida  ex- 
perimental station,  serving  land- 
owners,  farmers  and  garden  lov- 
ers with  constructive  and  practi- 
cal assistance  in  determing  suc- 
cessful species  for  this  section  of 
the  Southland  and  methods  of 
better  nursery  practice,  land 
management,  and  forestry  will  be 
developed. 

The  greater  part  of  Section 
Four  will  be  laid  out  in  plots  for 
experimental  purposes,  various 
spyecies  being  planted  in  varing 
soil  conditions.  The  first  plots  for 
test  willl  be  fifty  square  each  and 
after  preliminary  plantings  and 
various  growth  and  adeptabilify — 
1 tests  have  been  made,  larger,  one 
acre,  plantings  will  be  made  of 
those  trees  and  shrubs  that  show 
an  inclination  to  become  valuable 
trees  in  Florida  and  more  exten- 
j sive  tests  will  be  made. 

( Three  arborcycles  are  being  laid 
■ out  and  these  will  be  the  final 
test  plots  for  the  most  import- 
ant and  valuable  species.  The 
use  of  arborcycles  is  the  newest 
development  in  arboretum  prac- 
i tice.  An  arborcycle  being  a large 
circular  plot  of  ground  divided 
! into  numberous  wedge-shaped 
! segments,  different  species  being 
planted  on  each  segment.  The 
plots,  being  wide  at  one  end  and 
narrowing  to  a point  at  the  other 
permits  the  planting  of  trees  at 
varying  spacings  without  involv- 
ing the  use  of  a great  area. 

This  permits  checking  the  be- 
havious  of  the  various  trees  in 
relation  to  their  distance  from 
each  other.  Gracefully  winding 
drives  around  the  arborcycles  and 
other  test  plots  will  make  indi- 
vidual planting  readily  accessible. 

Those  connected  with  the  un- 
dertaking, hope  that  not  only 
will  this  important  project  intro- 
duce many  valuable  and  import- 
ant but  little  known  trees  to  the 
South,  but  that  many  new  uses 
for  them  will  be  found.
